AUSTRALIA  DECLARES  WAR  ON  JAPAN 

NEW  YORK,  Dec.  8 (Monday)  (AP). — Australia 
has  declared  war  on  Japan,  the  C.B.S.  correspondent 
in  that  dominion  reported  early  today  in  a cable  re- 
ceived here.  C.B.S.  said  the  correspondent  sent  this 
cable: 

'Australia  declared  war  on  Japan. 

"Carefully  elaborated  plans  were  immediately  put 
into  operation.  The  average  Australian  is  now  facing 
the  present  situation  with  relief  and  enthusiasm.”

TOKIO,  Dec.  8 (Monday)  (AP). — Japan  went  to 
war  with  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain 
today  with  air  and  sea  attacks  against  Hawaii 
followed  by  a formal  declaration  of  hostilities. 

Japanese  Imperial  Headquarters  announced  at  6 
a.m.  (1  p.m.,  P.S.T.,  Sunday)  that  a state  of  war  ex- 
isted among  these  nations  in  the  Western  Pacific,  as 


Japanese  bombers  were  declared  to  have  raided 
Honolulu  at  7:35  a.m.  Hawaii  time  (10:05  a.m.,  P.S.T., 
Sunday). 


JAPANESE  TROOPS  INVADE  THAILAND 
LOS  ANGELES.  Dec.  7 (AP) 


•Japanese  troops 
have  invaded  Thailand  the  Tokio  radio  said  tonight  in 
a broadcast  heard  by  the  N.B.C.  listening  post.  The 
Tokio  radio  said  that  "in  order  to  mai%ain  the  inde- 
pendence of  Thailand,  Japan  has  entered  the  southern 
portion  of  the  tiny  country  to  combat  British  troops 
which  have  entered  from  the  Malayan  border.”  The 
broadcast  also  said  informed  sources  in  Japan  believe 
Germany  will  declare  war  on  the  United  States  within 
twenty-four  hours. 


TO  ADDRESS  CONGRESS 

WASHINGTON.  Dec.  8 (Monday)  (AP).  — 
Bombs  from  Japan  made  war  on  the  United  States  to- 
day and  as  death  tolls  mounted  President  Roosevelt 
announced  he  would  deliver  in  person  today  a special 
message  to  Congress. 

In  the  background  as  the  commander-in-chief  pre- 
pared to  go  before  the  joint  session  of  the  House  and 
Senate  was  a Government  report  of  "heavy”  naval  and 
"large"  losses  to  the  army. 

Whether  Mr.  Roosevelt  will  ask  for  a formal  dec- 
1 laration  of  war  by  the  United  States,  to  match  the  ac- 
tion taken  in  Tokio,  was  left  uncertain  after  a hur- 
riedly summoned  meeting  of  his  Cabinet  and  Congres- 
sional leaders  of  both  parties  last  night  at  the  White 
House.  Also  uncertain  was  whether  that  declaration 
might  extend  to  Japan’s  Axis  allies,  Germany  and 
Italy. 

It  was  clear  from  a statement  made  by  the  partici- 
| pants,  however,  that  Congress  would  be  requested  to 
j adopt  a resolution  of  some  nature,  and  equally  clear 
that  it  would  quickly  give  its  approval.  A request  for 
Governmental  power  equivalent  to  that  under  a war 
declaration  was  expected  as  a minimum. 

COMES  WITHOUT  WARNING 

War  came  suddenly  to  the  United  States  early  yes- 
terday afternoon.  Without  warning,  and  while  Japan- 
ese diplomats  were  still  conducting  negotiations  for 
peace,  the  Japanese  air  force  struck  at  Honolulu,  Pearl 
Harbor  and  Hickam  Field,  all  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands. 
Soon  afterward,  Japanese  bombs  were  raining  upon 
Guam  and,  later,  portions  of  the  Philippines  were  at- 
tacked. 

A*  quickly  as  word  of  the  first  bursting  bomb  was  received, 
the  President,  as  Commander-in-Chief,  called  upon  the  army 
and  navy  to  repel  the  attack.  Far  in  advance  of  any  action 
which  Congress  may  take  today,  the  United  States  was  fight- 
ing an  attack. 

Tokio  later  announced  its  declaration  of  war  on  the  United 
States,  and  upon  Great  Britain  as  well.  As  was  the  case  here, 
the  British  Parliament  was  called  into  special  session  for  this 
afternoon  to  take  action. 

UNITE  IN  SOLID  FRONT 

Quickly,  many  of  the  discordant  elements  which  have  been 
bickering  over  foreign  policy  for  months,  united  in  a solid  front 
of  support  for  the  war.  Senator  Burton  Wheeler  (Dem.,  Mont.), 
issued  a statement  declaring  his  support,  and  Gen.  Robert 
Wood,  chairman  of  the  America  First  Committee,  made  a sim- 
ilar declaration. 

At  the  same  time,  the  other  countries  of  the  Western  Hem- 
isphere were  rallying  to  the  support  of  the  United  States.  Can- 
ada declared  war  on  Japan  and  so  did  Costa  Rica.  Mexico  un- 
hesitatingly ranged  itself  beside  its  northern  neighbor.  All 
the  nations  of  the  continent  were  officially  informed  of  Japan's 
I "treacherous  attack'*  and  the  State  Department  reported  a 
heartening  number  of  immediate  sympathetic  responses. 

And  America's  allies  in  this  war,  too,  were  busy.  In  addi- 
, tion  to  preparations  for  today’s  Parliament  meeting  in  Lon- 
don. the  Government  of  the  Netherlands  East  Indies  declared 
war  on  Japan. 

MORE  THAN  100  KILLED 

Out  in  the  far  Pacific,  meanwhile,  American  soldiers  and 
sailors  were  dead  or  dying.  War  Department  estimates  said 
that  104  had  been  killed  on  the  island  of  Oahu  alone,  with  more 
than  300  wounded.  Oahu  is  the  largest  of  the  Hawaiian  Is- 
lands. 

The  reference  to  “heavy”  losses  to  the  navy  came  from  the 
White  House  itself,  and  led  some  to  connect  the  phrase  with 
current  unofficial  reports  that  a battleship  of  the  line  had  been 
sunk.  There  were  unofficial  reports,  too,  that  a Japanese  air- 
craft carrier  had  been  sent  to  the  bottom. 

It  was  a calm  and  unhurried  capital  that  went  to  war  to- 
day, a capital  completely  devoid  of  parades,  cheenngs  and  the 
usual  exuberant  outbursts  of  demonstrative  patriotism. 

Shortly  after  the  Hawaiian  bombings  became  known,  the 
Tokio  Government  announced  that  Japan  had  entered  a state 
of  war  with  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  as  of  6 a.m. 
Monday. 

As  day  broke  over  the  Far  Pacific,  the  White  House  an- 
nounced that  Japanese  planes  had  also  attacked  the  American- 
owned  island  naval  base  at  Guam.  Just  previously  the  navy 
had  told  of  an  unidentified  squadron  of  planes  appearing  over 
the  island.  No  further  details  were  available  immediately. 

There  was  no  doubt  that  the  country  wax  *at  war  The 
capital  went  on  to  a full  wartime  basis  within  an  hour  after  the

UNITED  STATES  ARRESTING  JAPANESE 
WASHINGTON,  Dec.  7 (AP). — President  Roose- 
velt has  authorized  the  arrest  of  Japanese  nationals  as 
"dangerous  to  the  peace  and  security  of  the  United 
States,"  Attorney-General  Biddle  announced  tonight. 
The  Justice  Department  estimated  that  fewer  than 
1,000  Japanese  aliens  would  be  affected.  Special  agents 
of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  are  making  the 
arrests  under  the  direction  of  the  Attorney-General. 
The  Justice  Department  explained  that  procedure  was 
being  established  to  "provide  a fair  hearing  for  all  per- 
sons apprehended."
